COURTING 
Airport Question 


The question has now been raised and there is a 
possibility of Rush County establishing an airport 
authority or board of aeronautics commission to 
investigate the feasibility of constructing a hard- 
surfaced airport. 
The meeting held Tuesday by the County Council 
and engineers was informal, and more of a question 
and answer session. And the County Council had a lot 
of questions. 
As a matter of fact, the County Council holds the 
key to the entire project. It is up to them to establish 
the authority. It can only be done by a resolution of 
that board. Then, the County Commissioners have the 
authority to appoint mem bers to that board. 
The local airport authority, or board of aeronautics 
com m ission would be formed to determine if the 
formation of the hard-surfaced airport would be 
feasible, and investigate relevant information such 
as cost, site location, and maintainence costs. The 
study would take at least 18 months to complete, and 
could take two years. Ninety-five per cent of the cost 
of the study, which would run around $30,000, would 
be federally funded, with the cost to the county of 
approximately $1,500. 
The major concern of the council centered around 
authority, and what powers the county council would 
have over the airport authority after it was formed. 
They were informed the county council would have 
the final say over anything proposed by the airport 
authority. The council would also have the right to 
discontinue the project based on the findings by the 
authority they establish. 
The basic idea for the airport was to furnish a place 
for corporate jets, where they can land close to the 
businesses in this town and get their work done. There 
was also a point made during the discussion that 
should one of the major industries in this town need 
parts for machinery, it could be transported much 
faster by jet than any other means, and production 
would not be hampered as much. 
Estim ates of the project say that the actual cost of 
the airport with the hard-surfaced runways could go 
as high as a million dollars, or slightly higher. This 
figure is not meant to scare anyone. It is a factual 
figure, but it must be considered that the longer one 
waits, the higher the costs will be. 
The airport, even at the cost of a million dollars, 
would be ninety per cent funded by the federal 
government. That much money is assured through 
various federal funding programs. Approximately 
five per cent of the project can be funded on the state 
level, with the remaining cost to the county. 
The tim e to act on the m atter is now. Construction 
costs w ill not be going down, that much is for certain, 
and the longer the county waits the higher the cost 
will be The County Council will consider the proposal 
of an airport authority this weekend at their meeting 
It is a step in the right direction.

I do appreciate the fact that 
you’re impatient to have this 
done Your parents seem to be 
most understanding and are not 
deliberately trying to dissuade 
you from surgery Rather, they 
are hoping to find the ideal time 
for the ideal result.

Foreign News Commentary 
Bad To Worse

TOKYO (UPI) — A recent cartoon in 
Tokyo's 
Y’omiuri 
newspaper 
showed 
a 
ferocious bear with his feet in Soviet Siberia 
swiping with his paw at the playthings of a 
baby rabbit seated in Japan. 
Japan and the Soviet Union rounded out 20 
years of postwar diplomatic relations in 
October, and the cartoon reflected the fact 
that the 20th year may have been the worst 
of the lot 
The 
anniversary 
found 
the 
Russians 
fuming over Japan’s decision to join forces 
with America in probing the intelligence 
secrets of the I\IiG25 fighter plane in which 
a defecting Red Air Force pilot landed in 
Japan Sept. 6 
Relations between the two governments 
were so cold that the Soviets refused even to 
go through the sterile formality of having 
the premiers of the two country exchange 
telegrams of greeting on the anniversary. 
The MiG was the latest in a series of 
events that have shown the hardening of 
feeling between Moscow and Tokyo during 
the last year 
Besides the MiG, the Soviets are vexed at 
Japan’s growing friendship with China. 
Another sore point is Japan's refusal to give 
up its claims to four islands in the north 
Pacific occupied by the Soviets since World 
War ll. 


The Japanese are angry about repeated 
Soviet seizures of Japanese fishing boats in 
the waters north of Japan on trespassing 
charges of which the Russians are sheriff, 
judge and jury There has hardly been a 
time 
since 
the 
war 
when 
Japanese 
fishermen were not in jail in Soviet Siberia 
The dispute over ownership of the four 
islands is the worst sore festering between 
the two countries 


The four rocky islands just north of 
Japan s upper island of Hokkaido were 
conquered by Soviet forces in the closing 
days of World War II Known as Kunashiri, 
Ktorofu, Mahonia, and Shikotan, the islands 
are the southernmost in the Kuriles chain 
Japan claims that under terms of the 
Potsdam Declaration in which the 
1945 
surrender was carried out, she has the right 
to keep them The Soviets claim them by 
right of conquest 


Japan's refusal to quit claim to the four 
islands has held up signing of a World War 
II peace treaty with the Soviet Union for 
more than 20 years 
In fact 
the two 
countries 
technically 
are still 
at 
war, 
although they agreed on Oct. 19, 1956, to an 
exchange of ambassadors. 
Former Foreign Minister Kiichi Miyazawa 
raised Soviet hackles in September when he 
made a highly publicized boat trip to 
“inspect’’ the four islands just before his 
retirement from office. 
In October, Prime Minister Takeo Miki 
added 
fuel 
to 
the 
fire 
by 
running 
a 
government sponsored advertisement in 60 
Japanese newspapers calling for the islands’ 
return. 
Japan's growing trade with China 
is 
another sore point with Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko, who tried to head 
it off several years ago by offering Japan 
commercial opportunities in Siberia as an 
alternative. 
In January, Gromyko visited Tokyo and 
publicly warned Japan at a news conference 
not to sign a projected friendship treaty 
with China. 


"Rapprochement 
between 
Japan 
and 
China should not be carried out at the 
expense of the Soviet Union,” Gromyko 
warned. Within hours Miki said publicly he 
would go ahead with the treaty anyway. 
Now only bickering with the Chinese over 
details is holding it up. 
More than any postwar Japanese premier, 
Miki has shown a coolness toward Moscow, 
and occasional willingness to stamp on 
Russia's corns. 


Economic 
relations 
between 
the 
two 
flourish despite the political coolness. The 
Soviet Union 
was Japan's 
loth 
largest 
trading partner in 1975, with a two way flow 
of goods of $2.76 billion, according to 
J a p a n e s e 
g o v e r n ment 
statistics. 
SovietJapanese trade is on the rise this 
year, 
and 
may even overtake Japan's 
commerce with China. 


The influential newspaper Nihon Keizai 
summed it all up with this comment: “For a 
long time Japan walked around on tip toe to 
avoid offending the Soviet Union. Those days 
are over.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Thanks to the 
transition machinery now being set up, 
control of the executive branch is expected 
to pass from a Republican to a Democratic 
president with a minimum of friction 
Where the rub will come is in

In only eight of the last 22 years has a 
president 
been forced 
to deal 
with 
a 
Congress controlled by members of his own 
party 
The 
disadvantages 
of

arrangement are obvious 
Foremost, it deprives the president of 
something to blame when things go wrong 
As things have a way of doing. 
In 1946, for example, things were going so 
badly for Harry Truman it appeared he 
didn’t have a prayer of being returned to the 
White House 


And had the Democrats retained their 
congressional 
majority 
that 
year, 
he 
undoubtedly would have suffered a crushing 
defeat at the hands of Thomas E Dewey in 
1948 
But as luck would have it, Truman was 
able to spend the 1948 campaign castigating 
a Republican Congress for all that was 
wrong The result was the political upset of 
the century 
Unfortunately for the Democrats, their 
party also regained control of Congress in 
the 1948 election For the next four years, 
they had nobody to blame but themselves 
Which 
paved 
the 
way 
for 
D w i g h t 
Eisenhower’s Republican victory in 1952 


Ater Ike’s first two years as president, the 
war hero image that helped carry him to the 
White House was beginning to pale. Then he, 
like Truman, got a break. 
The 1954 congressional election produced a 
Democratic victory, and Ike was blessed 
with opposition control of the legislative 
branch for the duration of his presidency. 
In consequence, he was reelected by a 
landslide in 1956 and ended his second term 
at a high level of popularity. 


Death cut short the presidency of John F. 
Kennedy, so we shall never know whether he 
would have survived the burden of having 
the congressional leadership in Democratic 
hands 
We 
do 
know, 
however, 
that 
Lyndon 
Johnson, after six years in that situation, 
had to abandon any idea of running for 
reelection in 1968 


Republican Richard Nixon rode to a 
smashing 1972 reelection victory on the 
backs of a Democratic Congress 
Gerald 
Ford went into the 1976 campaign with 
almost nothing going for him except an 
opposition Congress And that proved almost 
enough to turn the tide. 


Poor Jimmy Carter! Stuck for at least two 
years with one of the largest Democratic 
congressional majorities in history! And 
after working so hard to get there! 
Well, Carter knows what it's like lo 
surmount obstacles When the time comes to 
run for reeleciion, maybe he'll pull through 
somehow Hut it'll Im* u p h ill all the w a y .

Major Customer

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A new pattern in 
Soviet farm policy this year has stirred 
hopes among farm experts here that Russia 
is becoming a regular and major customer 
for the American soybean farmer. 
George Wanamaker, an A g r i c u l t u r e 
Department trade specialist, pointed out in 
an article published today that before 1976 
the Soviet 
Union 
was 
an 
“in-and-out” 
importer 
of 
soybeans 
with 
purchases 
depending largely on the size of its own 
oilseed crops — primarily sunflowers. 
In the 
1972-73 season Soviet officials 
imported 924,000 metric tons of soybeans. 
But their purchases dropped to 25,000 tons in 
1973-74 and 
to 
zero 
in 
1974-75 
before 
recovering to 325,000 tons in the 1975-76 
season. 
This year, however, Wanamaker noted 
that the Soviets placed orders for about 2 
million tons of soybeans for 1976-77 delivery 
even before the size of their domestic 
sunflower crop was known. Three quarters 
of the purchases were made from American 
exporters, with the remainder coming from 
Brazil which has become the United States’ 
chief competitor 
in 
the 
world 
soybean 
market. 
Wanamaker, in the article published by 
the Agriculture Department's F o r e i g n 
Agricultural Service, said Soviet soybean 
buying may go even higher in future years. 


“The U.S.S.R. ... may be importing 2 to 2.5 - 
million metric tons of soybeans a year in the 
* near future, to equal or surpass the all-time 
■ high of 2 million tons purchased in 1976,” the 
expert said. 
Wanamaker said the new pattern in Soviet 
decision making — which touched off big 
soybean import orders before sunflower 
crop estimates were in — was apparently a

response to a continuing rapid growth in 
Soviet consumer demand for high-protein 
foods like meat. 
Soybean meal, like products made by 
crushing other oilseed crops into vegetable 
oil and meal, is used primarily as a high- 
protein feed supplement for poultry and 
livestock. 
Growing Soviet purchases of soybeans 
from the United States and Brazil could be 
choked off if Russian farmers succeed in 
efforts to expand their own production of 
sunflowers and their small soybean crop, 
Wanamaker conceded. 
But such a development is unlikely, added 
the specialist 
who headed 
a 
team 
of 
government and trade experts which toured 
the Soviet Union in September and early 
October. 
Poor Soviet sunflower harvests in both 
1975 and 1976 indicate “that the nation will 
be hard put to keep its domestic output 
growing apace with demand,” Wanamaker 
said. As for Soviet efforts to increase 
increase soybean production from the present 
harvest of around 500,000 tons to 3 million 
tons by 1980, Wanamaker predicted that 
output is not likely to reach I million tons 
If

ana 
Soviet livestock production continues to 
grow as scheduled, the expert added, Soviet 
farm planners will be forced to import from 
2 to 2.5 million tons of soybeans annually to 
meet the needs of their animal production 
industries. 
W anamaker's report also noted that the 
Sfviet Union baa alada “a major policy 
decision" to step up investment in oilseed

plants 
through

Total 
processing capacity for sunflowers — in 
plants which can also process soybeans — is 
scheduled to be pushed from the current 6.5 
million tons annually to nearly IO million 
tons by the end of 1980.

Rita Luciani Gemignani. the constantly 
conceiving call girl, was arrested and taken 
to a Genoa jail Monday when her pregnancy 
test proved negative. 
Italian Law No. 
146 says no woman 
sentenced to jail can begin serving her term 
if she is pregnant or has given birth within 
the previous six months. 
Miss Gemignani, sentenced to 14 months 
imprisonment for failing to leave various 
Italian cities where she plied her trade, had 
obviously read the law — and every time 
police called she waved a d o c t o r ' s 
certificate proving her unjailable condition. 
The result was four children in four years. 
Detectives, who called on her Monday, 
heard the familiar “ I’m pregnant" from 
Miss Gemignani — but this time she had no 
certificate 


Not letting her out of sight for a second — 
in case her condition changed — police 
drove her straight to a clinic. And when the

transported her to Genoa's Marassi jail.

the case starring Sophia Loren Mrs Prisco 
sued Ponti for exploiting her life story and 
got an out-ofcourt settlement of $2,400, 
which her husband invested in a garage. 


Old West Reminder

CACHE, Okla. (UPI) — Roaming across 
the range of the Wichita Mountains Wildlife 
Refuge, the nation s largest public herd of 
Texas longhorns is a reminder of the Old 
West and lives much as its forebears did. 
Refuge biologist Gene Bartmcki said the 
cattle live on dried grass in the winter and 
find shelter for themselves 
“ Here on the range the only thing we give 
them is a trace of mineral salt Other than 
that, they shift for themselves all winter 
long," he said. 
“ In a snowstorm they seek a ravine, a 
draw or a place on the south side of a slope, 
maybe a little grove of trees and wait it out. 
In a couple of days — when the storm 
passes — they’re back out grazing " 
The herd is made up of about 350 animals 
with DO to 120 sold each September at an 
auction Many of the buyers have their own 
longhorn herds 
"For some its a hobby, but it’s more of a 
money making proposition," Hartnicki said. 
“A purebred animal is in demand for that 
reason and for crossbreeding as well." 
Longhorn meat from animals that have 


been to teed lots “measures up quite well 
with 
Herefords 
and 
Angus,” 
he 
said. 
The longhorns weigh from I,HOO pounds to 
one ton when they are IO years old The 
steers have great, curving horns. Cows have 
shorter horns and bulls the shortest horns of 
the three 
A 14-year-old steer in the refuge herd has 
the longest set of horns ever measured there 
— 6 feet, 3 inches from tip to tip 
“T hat’s 
a 
very 
good 
measurem ent.” 
Bartnicki said. “ If you get a steer with horn 
measurements of 6 feet from tip to tip, 
that's outstanding ”
